OLLOWING is the text of the 
F statement issued last night by 
Gov.

makes the Juvenile Court a branch of. 


the Circuit Court. This insures and has 
insured a high mora! standard and ex- 
clusion of political influence. With such 
a court we should lack no means of car- 
rying out the benign purpose of the Ju- 
venile Court law. 
for the care and protection of children, 
our present house of detention, is inade- 


quate for its purpose on account of lack | 


of sufficient accommodation. 


In 1906, Mrs. W. L. Huse, Comptroller | 
Player and the writer of this article. as | 


chairman of a committee, met together 


in the Comptrollers’ office and drew up a | 
bill to establish in St. Louls a house of. 


detention. In accordance with Comptrol- 


ler Player's advice, this bill merely pro- | 


vided for the rental of a building for 
the purpose aforesaid, as it was decided 
that was as much as could at first be 
asked. With the assistance of friends in 
council, the bill passed the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

It was very difficult to find a building 
suited to the purpose, near the Juvenile 
Court, and the only one we found was 
not what we desired. Later we sought to 
have a building erected, but the modest 
sum asked for was finally refused by city 
authorities on the ground that a house of 
Aetention was unnecessary. As the Ju- 


venile Court law required such provision, | 


the house could not be abolished, but for 
a long time no building was erected. 
The sum finally appropriated for the 


present ‘house of detention seemed suf- | 
ficiently large to provide for every need. | 
We regret to say that result has not been | 


obtained. The building we now have ifs 


inadequate to its purpose, especially as. 


it houses a large number of neglected 
Phildren awaiting further disposal and 
others pending trial for delinquency. 
There are frequently from $0 to 100 in- 
mates at a time. As a result of over- 
crowding and lack of room, the delin- 
quent cannot be separated from the ne- 
giected, nor the older from the younger. 
We saw in one room, when visiting the 
boys’ floor, 15 or more boys of all ages 
from several 6 feet tall to little fellows, 
one of whom lay on the floor crying. In 
default of other resources these boys 
were executing an Indian dance. 

In answer to inquiry as to the benefits 
to be obtained by an addition to the pres- 
ent house of detention, the superinten- 
dent suggests, besides the separation of 
neglected and delinquent children: A 

nasium for boys and girls to work off 
heir excessive energy; a roof garden 


where they could play in good weather, | 
a laundry to insure greater cleanliness of | 


garments and linen, a good clinic room 


and a nurse, and some provision for men- | 


tal tests of children. 

With the abolishment of the old indfis- 
trial school, temporary care and shelter 
Must be given neglected and homeless 
children at the house of detention, until 
the Board of Children’s Guardians can 
provide homes for them. These children 
ghould be separated from the delinquent. 

We have gone #0 far in establishing in 
St. Louis one of the best Juvenile Courts 
in the United States, let us complete 
the system by adding a wing to the pres- 
ént house of detention, thus providing 
space @ufficient for the fulfillment of its 

hest purpose.

_CONFLICTING OLAUSES IN BASIC LAW. 

That the clause of the Federal Constitution pro- 
hibiting any decrease in the salaries of certain offi- 
cers during their terms could be construed as pro-. 
hibiting the levy of an income tax on such salaries | 
would probably not occur to anyone but a beneficiary 


of such a construction, assuming, of course, that the 


tax was only such as was imposed on the incomes of 


all other citizens. 
However, under the income tax law passed and en- 


‘forced as a war measure during the unpleasantness 


the states, that precise construction was 
used in cases originating in estates which have similar 
provisions relative to salary decreases. The construc-
